A v ery cu rsory ex amination of the 
new brick highway on Perkins street

NATION wide movement to in­ 
terest the American rural b» p- 
ulation glong financial, business 
and social lines, as a means to 
strengthen tbe position of the farmers, 
increase their income and their produc­ 
tion and to lower the cost of food­ 
stuffs to the consumers, bas been an 
nounced at Washington in a letter to 
the governors of the states, to thr- 
farmers’ organizatiops, agricultural in­ 
stitutions and farmers of America 
from the American commission on ag­ 
ricultural co-operation, which recently 
arrived from Europe. 
A report is to be made iater to the 
governors of the various states and the 
farmers’ organizations, agricultural in­ 
stitutions and farmers of America. 
The letter just sent discussed the gen­ 
eral form of rural organization in the 
European countries visited by the com­ 
mission. 
Co-operation In Europe. 
The commission found that Euro­ 
pean agriculture was organized along 
co-operative iines and also found that 
the European farmers have apparent­ 
ly obtained a financial, business and 
social strength eq ual to that of the or­ 
ganized urban classes of capital and 
labor. 
Dr. C. J. Owens of Maryland, direc­ 
tor general of the American commis­ 
sion and managing director of the 
southern commercial congress, said in 
the letter: 
"Tbe commission is deeply impress­ 
ed with the vital importance of a thor­ 
oughly organized and united rural pop 
ulntion. 
In this respect the countries 
of Europe offer a lesson which may not 
long be disregarded in America with­ 
out serious conseq uences. 
“The agricultural interests of most 
of the European countries visited by 
the commission are organized along 
one or more of the following lines: 
Credit, production, distribution and so­ 
cial organization for the betterment of 
country life. 


Farm Loans at Low Rates. 
"Organizations for the provision of 
credit facilities for European farmers 
follow the natural division into short 
time personal credit and long time land 
mortgage credit. 
The organizations 
for the provision of personal credit fa­ 
cilities are as highly developed as are 
the sy stems of commercial banking 
The prevailing rate of interest paid by 
the farmers for short time loans is 
from 4 to 5*0 per cent The terms of­ 
fered European farmers are generally 
better desigm>d to meet the peculiar 
req uirements of agriculturists than are 
the terms obtainable today by the 
American farmers. 
"The personal credit organizations 
have the form of co-operative societies 
Very often the members of these so 
cieties assume unlimited liability for 
the debts of the society, while in other 
cases the sodleties take the form of

that 1 am entitled to some considera­ 
tion in the matter of the relief which 
I seek.” 
Dr. 
Burroughs alleges that other 
persons soliciting for marry ing par­ 
sons are allowed on the premises of 
the railway company, and be thinks he 
is either entitle*! to the same privilege 
or that the company is in honor bound 
to make all other persons in this busi­ 
ness stay at the same distance as he. 
Burroughs would have been indepen­ 
dent by this time $ad he invested his 
earnings in rentable property at borne, 
but he invested it in mining stocks. 
He say s he will now be forced to seek 
shelter in the Confederate Soldiers' 
home if his “enemies do not let up.” 


‘United liability. 
As a rule in Euro­ 
pean countries tbe law makes little or 
no provision for exemptions of any 
kind. These short time credit societies 
furnffib cheap, safe and elastic credit 
to their members by reason of their 
control by farmers and are organiza­ 
tions exclusively in the interest of 
farmers, who operate them at nominal 
cost and 
without seeking dividend 
profit to such societies. 


Lower Distribution Cost. 
"The organizations for production 
and distribution of farm products fol­ 
low co-operative lines. 
Farm products 
are sold by the producer at a relatively 
lower price because tbe cost of distri­ 
bution is considerably lowered by co­ 
operative 
marketing, 
which 
results 
also in Improving the q uality and uni­ 
formity of farm products and in pro­ 
moting more businesslike methods in 
farming operations. 
“It is the opinion of many of the 
leaders of this movement in Europe 
that the q uestion of rural credit ought 
not to be divorced from co-operation 
for business purposes and the general 
organization of community life in rural 
districts. In some European countries 
visited agriculture and country life 
Interests generally are thoroughly or­ 
ganized and co-ordinated. The studies 
of the commission emphasize the ne­ 
cessity of defining the functions on the 
one hand of the government and on 
the other of voluntary organization in 
promoting the development of country 
life. 
"In some of these countries great em­ 
phasis is placed upon the value of vol­ 
untary associations, and such state aid 
as involves governmental control over 
the activities of rural organizations is 
deprecated as tending to stifle the initi­ 
ative of the people.” 


Plan Permanent Headquarters. 
The American commission on agricul­ 
tural co-operation will shortly open 
permanent headq uarters in Washing­ 
ton with Dr. Clarence J. Owens, the 
director general of the commission, in 
charge. 
In November the entire com­ 
mission will assemble in Washington 
to pass upon a final report, which will 
be sent to congress, to t he governors of 
states, to the officials of the Canadian 
government and to the southern com­ 
mercial congress. 
A compilation committee, appointed 
to draft the findings of the commission, 
consists of Dr Kenyon L. Butterfield 
of Massachusetts. Dr. John Lee Coul­ 
ter of the census bureau. Leroy Hodges 
of Virginia. Robert L. Munce and 
Charles F. Bailey, minister of agricul­ 
ture in the province of Ontario. 
An advisory committee will consist 
of Dr. J. F. Stubbs of Nevada, Dr. H. 
A. Morgan of Tennessee, John Cun­ 
ningham of Ohio. Robert Van Cortlandt 
of New York. W. B. Hatch of Michi­ 
gan. Colonel J. S. Williams of Texas 
and E. L Daughteridge. 


PAID FOR SCHOOL WORK. 


E agle C arrie s Off Child. 
An enormous eagle recently carried 
off the four-year-old child of a wood­ 
cutter playing near him while he was 
working in the forest near Andeer, a 
smafi town in Switzerland, near 
the 
city of Geneva. A large body of hunt­ 
ers accompanied by dogs at once set 
off to rescue the child, but were unable 
to find any trace of the eagle or its 
Drey . 


G ary (Ind.) P u p ils Sh ow Zeal to G ain 
School Currency. 
Pay in school currency has been 
adopted in the vocational schools of 
Gary, Ind., as a substitute for tbe usu­ 
al school "credits.” Instead of getting 
a percentage mark the students re­ 
ceive a check on the "vocational credit 
bank" and deposit it. When they have 
saved up $S0 in checks they are enti­ 
tled to one full course credit 
The plan was devised by G. E. Wul- 
fing. vocational director, as a part of 
the business management of the school 
and as an incentive to further work. 
The success of the experiment is shown 
by the fact that the slower students 
are pulling out of the 30 cents an hour 
class into the GO cent class, the high­ 
est awarded. 
They want the “maxi­ 
mum wage scale.” 
Miss Rose Matthews is director of 
the bank, and make£ up a daily report 
for the bank examiners. 
She has her 
deposits verified by the student time­ 
keeper. All the officials are students. 
The school does practical work. The 
cooking class conducts the school cafe, 
managed by Miss Ethel Horner, and 
turns out one cent meals. 
The paint 
class decorates the schools of the city. 
The printing class supplies the board’s 
stationery The drafting class prepares 
plans and blue prints for the school ad­ 
ditions. Sortie of the iron and steel de­ 
tails were used by the American Bridge 
company in making forms for school 
use. 
The vocational 
work 
is designed 
chiefly to fit students for immediate 
self support. Instead of delay ing work 
of this sort until the child reaches high 
school age, the courses include study 
which may be started in the fourth 
and fifth grades. One of the principal 
aims is that of supply ing fairly skilled 
labor for the big mills in the city. 
There are special courses in business, 
q ualify ing boys and girls for office 
work at the steel plant.

LOLA NORRIS TELLS 


OF THAT RENO TRIP 


Further Evidence In the Case 


Against Diggs. 


San Francisco. 
Au g. 
15 .—In 
the 
Diggs white slav ery trial Lola Norris, 
the comp anion of Drew Caminetti, took 
the witness stand and fu lly corrob­ 
orated Marsha Warrip gton’s story that 
it was by means of intimidation and 
threats that both girls were indu ced 
to leav e their homes and go to Reno. 
She gav e the strongest ev idence of the 
fear they were laboring u nder and 
which for the time ov ercame their 
lov e of home and their desire to k eep 
secret their relations with the mar­ 
ried men. 
She also swore solemnly 
that she was a v irtu ou s girl u ntil she 
was debau ched by Caminetti at Reno. 
This declaration she made desp ite the 
facts brou ght ou t the day before that 
ohe sp ent a night in this city with 
Caminetti at a hotel. She declared she 
p rotested when Diggs took Marsha 
Warrington into one room and lock ed 
the connecting door and that she nev er 
u ndressed, and sat u p all night in a 
chair and ev en refu sed to allow Cam­ 
inetti to k iss her du ring that night. 
She gav e damaging testimony cor­ 
roborativ e of the gov ernment's con­ 
tention that Marsha Warrington and 
herself were sy stematically intimidat­ 
ed by threats of the defendant and his 
indicted associate into tak ing the Reno 
trip . 
Permitted to tell the ju ry her 
story in her own way , Miss Norris in 
narrativ e form disclosed ev ery inci­ 
dent connected with the elop ement, 
from the incep tion of the p lan to the 
arrest of the q u artet in the Reno bu n- 
galowr. 
In ev ery instance Miss Norris cor­ 
roborated the testimony of Miss War 
rington with relation to the intimida­ 
tion of herself and her chu m, and in 
detail told of Diggs's p romise to marry 
Miss Warrington and of a similar 
p romise made to her by Caminetti. 
The weddings, according to her. were 
to follow the Reno v isit, as soon as the 
defendant and his associate cou ld ar 
range div orces from their wiv es. The 
trial cannot be comp leted before Tu es­ 
day or Wednesday of nex t week , when 
the Caminetti trial will follow.

a Question That Is Perplexing the 


Officials of the Empire State to the 


Point of Distraction and Which, Un­ 


less Soon Settled. W ill Paralyze the 


State's Official Machinery. 


Albany , N. Y., Au g. 15 —Today Gov ­ 
ernor Martin H. Gly nn will send to 
Gov ernor William Su lzer a letter de- j 
manding that the imp eached Mr. Su l­ 
zer su rrender his office. 
It is ex p ect­ 
ed that Mr. Su lzer will answer the de­ 
mand by handing Mr. Gly nn’s messen­ 
ger a letter say ing that Mr. Su lzer is 
gov ernor and will continu e to act as 
su ch u nless the cou rt of ap p eals ru les 
against him. 
Su ch a letter is all 
ready . 
Gov ernor Su lzer started a test of his 
own p owers by signing a req u isition 
for the ex tradition of a p risoner to 
West Virginia. 
The p risoner wanted 
in West Virginia is now lock ed u p in 
New York city charged with p assing 
a bad check . 
Dep u ty Sheriff Bartels 
of Martinsbu rg, W. Va, came to the 
cap itol late y esterday afternoon and 
ask ed Mr. Gly nn to sign the req u isi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Gly nn told him he wou ld 
not do it u nless Mr. Su lzer refu sed to 
sign it himself. The sheriff then went 
to Mr. Su lzer’s office and got Mr. Su l- 
zer’s s ig na tu r e . 
When the sheriff 
■went back u p stairs to the lieu tenant 
gov ernor's office,.Mr. Gly nn refu sed to 
add his signatu re to that of Mr. Su lzer. 
So the p ilgrim from West Virginia, 
v owing that nobody in Albany k new 
who was gov ernor of the state and 
that a man who had trav eled so far 
ou ght to be more cou rteou sly %treated, 
left for New Yo rk. He said that he 
wou ld ask May or Gay nor to order the 
acting p olice commissioner to honor 
the signatu re o f William Su lzer and 
allow the p risoner to be ta ken ba ck to 
Martinsbu rg. So it ma y be tha t Ma y o r 
Ga5mor, an 
ex -supreme co urt justice, 
will hav e the job of deciding which o f 
the state's two go v erno rs is the right 
one. 
The imp ortance o f a ll this ex tra di­ 
tion fu ss from the sta ndpo int o f Mr. 
Su lzer is that it may be the means o f 
bringing his fight before the United 
I States cou rts, that it wou ld be for the 
I federal cou rts to decide who is the 
; lawfu l gov ernor of New York . 
There 
i was ev ery ev idence that Gov ernor 
Gly nn is not worried as to the strength 
| of his p osition. His only q u estion was 
| as to how to start the machinery which 
wou ld p rov e his right to be gov ernor. 
To help him in a decision he called in 
sev eral lawy ers who are long-time 
friends. 
They will act as cou nsel u n­ 
til the issu e is settled. 
The great seal of the state is lock ed 
u p in the safe of the secretary of 
state, Mitchel May . Mr. May say s that 
if Mr. Gly nn ask s for i t it will be de­ 
liv ered to him, bu t that if Mr. Su lzer 
ask s for it the req u est will be su bmit­ 
ted to the office of the attorney gener­ 
al. 
Mr. Gly nn has signed no state p a­ 
p ers and will mak e no attemp t to p er­ 
form any fu nction of the gov ernorship 
u ntil after his letter is sent to Mr. 
Su lzer. 
, 
Mr. Su lzer p osed twice for p hoto­ 
grap hs standing beside a floral horse­ 
shoe fiv e feet high, which was consp ic­ 
u ou sly labeled “From the Peop le." He 
has had some sleep and look s all right. 
Mrs. Su lzer is better, bu t is still seri­ 
ou sly ill. 
Her three sisters were sent 
away to the mou ntains from the p eo­ 
p le’s hou se in order that she might 
hav e a comp lete rest. 
When Patrick E. McCabe, clerk of 
the senate, serv ed on Mr. Su lzer the 
articles and notice of imp eachment 
and a su mmons to ap p ear before the 
imp eachment cou rt on Sep t. 18, the 
contending gov ernor threw them on 
his table and said “All right." 
According 
a close friend of Mr. 
Su lzer he sirfterely believ es that the 
cou rt of ap p eals will decide in his fa­ 
v or and that, failing that, the imp each­ 
ment cou rt will find him gu iltless. 
If 
Instead he is declared gu ilty and re­ 
mov ed from office he will retire to a 
little home somewhere, start a small 
newsp ap er and dev ote himself to “ex ­ 
p osing" Tammany and break ing its 
control of the state. 
These are the main dev elop ments 
and declarations in the astonishing sit­ 
u ation in Albany .
